WASHINGTON, Oct 27.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The beginning of 
voting upon the amendments to the 
repeal bill, which took place in the 
Senate this afternoon, does not neces- 
sarily bring the end any nearer, be- 


- cause the voting began upon the under- 


standing that speech-making should be 
allowed to continue within due limits. 

Senator Voorhees said today that 
when the amendments are disposed of 
and the bill is reached, he would prob- 
ably ask the Senate to continue in 
session until the bill is disposed of, 
even if the work should go into the 
night. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27. —(By. the As- 
sociated Press.) SENATE.—Senator 
Cullom offered a joint resolution trans- 
ferring the naval exhibit of the govern- 
ment at the World’s Fair, known as 
the model battleship Illinois, to the 
State of Illinois. as an armory for the 
naval militia of the State, on the ter- 
mination of the fair. 

The bill to aid the States of Califor- 
nia, Oregon, Washington, Montana, 
Idaho, Nevada, Wyoming, Colorado and 
South Dakota in support of the schools 
of mining, allowing each 25 per cent. of 
the proceeds of the sale of mineral 
lands within the State, but not to ex- 


ceed $12,000 per year, was, en motion of 


Senator Dubois of Idaho, considered. 

After speeches in advocacy of the 
measure. by Senators Teller, Dubois, 
Pettigrew and others, on the motion of 
Senator Washburn, Minnesota was 
included, and the bill, thus amended, 
passed. 

Consideration of the.repeal bill was 
resumed. and Senator Stewart resumed 
his argument against it. 
he yielded to his colleague, 
Jones. 

At 3:50 p.m., Mr. Jones asked if he 
might conclude his speech tomorrow. 
Senator Voorhees said he did not wish 
to deny any one the right to speak, and 
hoped the Senator from Nevada would 
conclude tomorrow, but, as no one was 
prepared to go on just at the present 
time. he would ask for a vote on the 
pending amendments in order that some 
of these might be gotten out of the 
way. 

Meantime, Senator Peffer asked if 
he might occupy the floor a short time 
in explanation of his amendment, and 
Was recognized. After he had been 
speaking a short time, amid frequent 
interruptions, the Vice-President stated 
the question to be on the amendment 
of the Senator from Kansas (Peffer) to 
restore the law of 18387, for free coin- 
age of both gold and silver. Peffer 
said he was not ready to vote on the 
amendment. 

Referring to the report that he had 
surrendered, Senator Peffer said: ‘‘We 
haven’t surrendered, nor do we in- 
tend to. We do not intend to interpose

Senator Perkins of California then of- 
fered an amendment providing for the 
coinage of American silver at the exist- 
ing ratio, with a seigniorage charge of 
20 per cent. No gold issue of less de- 
nomination than $20 to be coined and no 
legal tender, national currency or treas- 
ury notes of less denomination than $5 
to be issued. The holder of any stan- 
dard silver dollar may deposit the same 
at the treasury or at any sub-treasury

$10, which notes shall have the same 
legal tend@r quality as the coin for 
which they are exchanged. There is to 
be appointed a committee of five mone-

‘vised on alk necessary matters relating 


to the currency. 

Senator Stewart of Nevada called at- 
tention to the change over on the part 
of Senators Voorhees, Gordon, Ransom, 
Hill, Mills, Turpie and Squire on the 
silver question, who, last spring, voted 
for free coinage and now, on Senator 
Peffer’s amendment, against it. Sen- 
ator Stewart then took occasion to ex- 
plain why he voted to substitute the 
Voorhees bill for the Wilson bill, which 
was, among other things, he said, to 
give the President another chance to 
compromise. Senator Allen and Sena- 
tor Teller followed. 

Senator Teller said he would vote for 
Mr. Perkins’s amendment, as it was 
better than the proposed act. Teller 
went on to speak with great bitterness 
of the desertion gf the cause of silver 
by the Republican Senators. “To me, 
this is the most terrible moment of my 
legislative life,’’ said Senator Teller. 
with much feeling. ‘“‘To me, it brings 
more fear than any other since I en- 
tered public life. I fear we are enter- 
ing upon a financial system from which 
there is absolutely no escape. I know 
there will be no favorable legislation 
for silver until the American people are 
heard from at the ballot-box, and are 
heard from in a way that will compel 
attention to their desires.” 

Here Mr. Teller’s voice choked, and 
the tears came to his eyes. He spoke 
most impressively, and was accorded 
the undivided attention of every Sen- 
ator and of the large audience in the 
galleries. 

“{ cannot contemplate this condition 
of things withomt absolute terror,” he 
continued. “It strikes me to my very 
soul. and I wamt to enter this as a 
warning to the American people that if 
they do not resist, they will enter upon 
a system of industrial slavery that will 
be the worst Known to the human 
race.”’ 

Senator Voorhees desired to secure a 
vote on Senator Perkins’s amendment, 
but. as Senator Wolcott expressed a 
wish to submit some remarks, he moved 
that the Senate take a recess until 11 
o’clock ‘tomorrow morning. This motion 
was agreed to. : 

Representative Weadock of Michi- 
gan presented memorial from ex- 
Representative Youmans, candidate 
for Congress, against the sitting mem- 
ber, W. 8. Linton, asserting that Lin- 
ton’s election was illegal. 

Mr. Weadock said it asked for a 
committee to inyestigate the whole 


question. It involved “the existence 
and animus of an un-American, il- 
legal and traitorous organization,” 


which, in Michigan, had gone to the 
extent of procuring arms. The or- 
ganization, he said, exists in several 
States. It is partiSularly offensive in 
Michigan. There it, machinations have 
caused a reign of™terror. 

Challenged to nathe it, Mr.. Weadock 
said it was known as the American 
Protective Association. 

Representative Hopkins of Illinois 
protested against the arraignment of 
the society as t rous, and made 
the point of orde at the matter was 
not privileged. The Speaker over- 
ruled the point of order, but, in Rep- 
resentative Linton’s absence, the mat- 
ter was allowed to go over. 

Another disturbance followed over 
the resolution reported back from the 
Banking and Currency Committee by 
Chairman Springer, calling for infor- 
mation as to State banks... Some 
of the friends of the repeal of the 
State bank tax thought they saw in 
the resolution an attempt to throw 
an obstacle in the way of the measure. 
After a lengthy struggle, a rising vote 
on the adoption of the resolution re 
sulted—yeas 75, nays 44. 

Representative Allem the 
after a vain endeavor to secure one, 
adjourned till Monday. 


Will Be Favorably Reported. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—The Fithian 
bill for the free admission to American 
registry of ships built in foreign coun- 
tries has been ordered favorably re- 
ported to the House. Its prov isions 
take effect on January 1 next. 


THE CHINESE BILL. 


Senator Perkins Will Endeavor to Delay the 
Report Thereon. 

WASHINGTON, Oct.. 27.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Senator Gray of the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, told an 
Associated Press reporter today that 
he thought the committee would bring 
in a favorable report upon the House 
Chinese bill on Monday. There has 
been an effort to delay the reporting of 
the bill until the beginning of the 
regular session, but the administration 
has expressed the wish that the bill 
be reported and disposed of as soon as 
possible, and the committee is now dis- 
posed to act upon the bill immediately. 

It is not believed the House bill will 
be amended in any particular by the 
committee, as it 1s the desire that as 
little time as possible be allowed to 
elapse before its passage. Senator 
Perkins will try to have the report 
postponed until Tuesday or Wednes- 
day, until his Democratie colleague, Mr. 
White of California, arrives. 


_ THE UTAH BILL. 


If Congress Continues Long in Session It 
May Come Up. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The Committee on 
Territories has for some time been con- 
sidering the Utah bill, and every effort 
is being made by those interested to 
have the bill favorably reported at an 
early date. It was expected that the 
bill would be completed at yesterday's 
session, but as Chairman Wheeler ef 
the committee was at the World’s Fair, 
no meeting was had. 
~The bill under eonsideration is the 
one introduced by Representative 
“Delegate Rawlins introduced 
a bill, but the committee decided to 
take up Wheeler's. It is being amended 
in some particulars to meet the views 
of the delegate. If the present session 
continues for any length of timie, it is 
possible the admission bill for Utah will 
come up.

The Large Steamer Arawa ‘is 
Chartered 


To Take the Place of the Lost 
Miowera. 


Hawaii and Fiji Good Purchasing 
Points. 


Consul Mills at Honolulu —Peixotto Buys 
Another Vessel—American Supervision 
of Immigration in Canada—Nan- 
sen’s Expedition. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

LONDON, Oct. 27.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) The Times an- 
nounces that the steamer Miowera, 
which is stranded at the mouth of Hon- 
olulu Harbor, will be temporarily re- 
paired at that port. The steamer Arawa 
now at Sea Isalnd, chartered 
and will leave Sydney on November 18, 
so that one voyage between Vancouver 
and Australia as the result of the mis- 
hap to the Miowera will be missed. 

The chartering of the Arawa was a 
bold step, as the vessel is larger than 
is required for the purpose at present, 
but the trading prospects on the route 
are regarded as favorable enough to 
justify the arrangements to meet the 
further expansion of trade which is ex- 
pected before the year and a half for 
which the vessel was chartered will 
end. The Arawa can carry 30,000 car- 
casses of animals in addition to other 
produce in its freezing chambers. The 
immediate opportunity is thus offered 
for a large trade in meat and dairy 
produce from Australia and in salmon 
and other products from Canada. 

Further important developments 
show that in the future the steamers of 
this line, beginning with the Arawa, 
will call at Fiji, in addition to Hono- 
lulu, this fact being greatly due to the 
efforts of the Governor of Fiji. The 
Times in conclusion says that it hopes 
the decision of the authorities of Fiji, 
which is a crown colony, will have 
weight with the home government to 
give financial support to the Paci‘c 
cable. 


FROM THE ISLANDS. 


The Queen Having Uniforms Made Against 
Her Restoration. 

HONOLULU. Oct. 19.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press, via San 
Francisco, Oct. 27.) The principal events 
here recently have been the arrival of 
United States Consul-General Ellis 
Mills and the return of President Dole 
from a trip for the benefit of his health, 
and his resumption of the control of 
public affairs. Mr. Mills has nothing 
to say with regard to the probable ac- 
tion of the United States government 
in reference to Hawaiian affairs. 

The latest advices received by the 
provisional government are to the ef- 
fect that President Cleveland is ex- 
pected to send a message on the Ha- 
waiilan question to Congress soon. A 
new Cabinet position is expected to be 
created here soon, which will result in 
separating the offices of President and 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. The finan- 
cial condition of the Hawalian govern- 
ment is reported to be in excellent con- 
dition. 

The secret service department of the 
government states that it has discov-

The Explorer’s Vessel Said to Have Been 
Overcome by Ice. 

LONDON, Oct. 27.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) The Pall Mall Gazette 
publishes a scare story to the effect that 
a Norwegian returning from Northern 
Russia brings news to the effect that 
the Fram, the Arctic explorer Nansen’s 
ship, was sighted outside the Kara 
River, working heavily and awkwardly 
in the ice.

When the first explosion occurred the’ 
men quickly gave the alarm and startéed 
for the stairs, but the flames had al- 
ready cut off retreat, and the only 
means of exit left them were windows, 
fifty feet from the ground. The heat 
was so intense that they were forced 
to creep out upon the window sills and 
hang by their hands until the fire de- 
partment arrived. They were terribly 
burned before being rescued. In a 


seven-story building of the Pittsburgh 
Storage Company, adjoining, and both 
structures, which were 200 feet long and 
100 feet deep, were burning fiercely. 
At 2 o'clock it looked as though ihe 
whole biock, from Twelfth street to 
Thirteenth and from Pike to Penn av- 
enue, was doomed, and the residents 
were notified to move out. 

The entire tenement district of Penn 
avenue was threatened with destruc- 
tion. By hard work the firemen suc- 
ceeded in drowning out the flames, but 
it was late this evening before the fire 
was really under control. When the 
walls of the big building fell a great 
mob of people made a rush to get out 
of danger. Many men tripped and fell, 
and were trampled under foot. Scores 
of people received slight injuries. 

At midnight the loss is placed at $700,- 
000. of which $200,000 is sustained by the 
Chautauqua Lake Ice Company and 
$500,000 by the Pittsburgh Storage Com-” 
pany. President Scott of the latter con- 
cern stated that nearly every firm do- 
ing business in the down-town dis- 
trict of Pittsburgh had goods in their 
warehouse. It is thought all losses are 
covered by insurance. 

To add to the excitement it was dis- 
covered that a large tank of ammonia 
was located in the cellar of the ice 
company’s building and the police, fear-~ 
ing an explosion, quickly ordered tha 
occupants of the houses on Twelfth 
street to also vacate. All houses in the 
neighborhood were of the cheap tene- 
ment class, crowded to suffocation with 
Polish Jews and Slavs.

Vincent appeared on the scaffold at 
11:58 o'clock, and was pinioned by 
Deputy Timmins. When asked what 
he wished to say, he responded by 
thanking the Sheriff and deputies for 
their kind treatment toward him. He 
urther said: “To my friends, God 
rou” you; to my enemies, God forgive 

The noose and black-cap were then 

adjusted, and, after a short prayer by 
Pastor Collins of the Congregational 
Church, the drop fell at exactly 12 
o'clock. The victim never moved or 
qguivered after the drop fell, and at 
12:09% p.m.; his pulsé had ceased to 
beat. He was publicly pronounced 
dead by Dr. Maupin at 12:13, and at 
12:15 was taken down and placed in a 
coffin by Hall & Witten, undertakers, 
of this city.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Miss Daisy Garland, 
the daughter of ex-United States At- 
torney-General Garland, committed sui- 
cide at her home in*this city this morn- 
ing. She was 34 years old. 

Miss Garland spent a very pleasant 
evening with her father and brother 
last night, and retired in good spirits. 
After breakfast this morning she re- 
tired to her room, where her brother 
Will went shortly afterward to talk 
with her concerning a theater party. 

He found the door locked, and, not 
receiving any response to his calls, 


‘burst into the room and found his sis- 


ter lying on the floor dead. The buliet 
had passed through her heart. Near 
her lay an old revolver which had been 
in the family for thirty years. . 

Two months ago-Miss Garland sud- 
denly left home and was found in Bal- 
timore, but since that time nothing pe- 
culiar has been noticed in her actions. 
The cause of the suicide is not defi- 
nitely known, but it is attributed 
mainly to.a religious mania of which 
she is said to have been possessed. She 
evidently fired the shot standing before 
her mirror, having first turned on all 
the gas-jets to insure death in case the 
bullet failed. 

The entire family is overwhelmed 
with the shock. It has been intimated 
that the cause of the tragedy was a 
love affair, but if such existed she 
never communicated it to another.

Mr. Hitt of Illinois, formerly chair- 
man of the Committe of Foreign Af- 
fairs, says the difficulty of dealing with 
the Hawaiian problem .is one which 
could not be overestimated. Annexa- 
tion, with the peculiar conditions ex- 
isting in the islands, was something 
that might well puzzle the wisest 
statesman. With the Chinese trouble 
we have in this country now, and the 
additional questions which the annexa- 
tion of the islands would raise not 
only in regard to the Chinese, but the 
Japanese and natives of the islands, 
is a question which would naturally 
cause some deliberation before’ the 
islands were annexed as territory and 
intended as Statehood. 

It would be the height of absurdity 
to try and set up the old Queen and re- 
store her to power. To establish a pro- 
tectorate would mean to abandon the 
republican form of government for the 
islands. The protectorate would not 
mean that this government was to offer 
its protection alone, but that it intendgd 
as well to govern the islands as a pos- 
session. If a protectorate were estab- 
lished this government would-have to 
have the affairs of the islands con- 
ducted in a manner which would be 
satisfactory to us, and not be governed 
by what m‘ght be the popular will of 
the people who now inhabit the islands. 

Hitt says it is necessary to have the 
islands. They are worth more to the 
United States than a fleet of ten of the 
best vessels afloat. We build ships for 
protection, and for the same reason we 
ought to acquire the islands, as they 


absolutely necessary to the United 
States. 
Mr. Hitt, while presenting the dif- 


ficulties in-the way of securing the: is- 
lands, is not without a scheme which he 
thinks to be satisfactory. He says the 
islands could be acquired as a military 
and naval station, and governed as 
such by the United States. The reason 
the United States wants the islands Is 
the same that induces this country to 
build war vessels and establish mili- 
tary posts. They are wanted for war 
purposes, and if acquired as such, 
could be governed without disturb'ng 
the existing conditions or subjecting 
the islands to the rule of the most pop- 
ulous yet ignorant classes of the peo- 
ple.

Since the beginning of their 
work, a year ago, they have given 15,850 

meals to hungry ones—a vast army, in- 
deed, of suffering humanity. 

The Ladies’ Benevolent Society has 
also long been prominently identified 
with the charities of Los Angeles. It 
has sought out the needy in every di- 
rection, and always stood ready to aid 
in all benevolent work. It has made a 
name for itself in-this regard. 

But, as has been pointed out in these 
columns, the rapid growth of our city, 
and the unusual amount of destitution 
existing at present call for new 
methods and concerted action in the 

distribution of our charities. Hundreds 
of penniless and unemployed people are 
pouring into our State from other States 
of the Union, and no small proportion 
of this number are looking to Los An- 
geles as the place of their destination. 
They are looking to it as a haven of 
plenty.. Their fuel they expect to find 
in the warmth of its perpetual sun-

the churches. 


shine, and they hope to often satisfy 
their pangs of hunger from the fruits 
of its great orchards. We shall have 
the tramp and the honest laborer, and 
in order to care for them as best we 


and make the most of what we have to 
be dispensed in charity. 

With so many charitable associations 
as exist in this city, concerted action 
is the thing needed to avoid waste. As 
was stated by a correspondent a few 
days since, ‘“‘one who is actively con- 
nected with their work knows that it 
is the custom of not a few mendicants 
to ake the rounds, going from one or- 
ganization to the other, and obtaining 
help from each, sometimes telling the 
same story to all, but more frequently 
with a different tale to fit the peculiar 
views, or special objects of each society 
and its members. The result of this 
system, or rather want of system, as 
between the charitable organizations of 
Los Angeles, leads to a great waste 
of the resources at the command of 
those who have the charity work in 
hand. It fosters, besides, fraud, en- 
courages deception, and promotes, in- 
_stead of removing, professional pov- 
erty.”’ 

To prevent this, it is not necessary 
to destroy the autonomy of each sepa- 
rate society, but simply to establish an 
organization or a central society, to 
which shall be sent by each society a 
full report of their work, the names of 
those who have been relieved, their 
residence, if they have any, and all | 
other facts necessary to prevent a 
duplication of charities. By some such 
action alone can we hope to provide 
during the coming winter months for 
the really needy who deserve our aid, 
and, by preventing fraud as far as pos- 
sible, secure the widest reach for our 
charities. Let us have this central or- 
ganization as soon as possible, so that 
all deserving cases of poverty may be 
cared for as far as possible, and fraud 
and imposture receive a due check and 
hindrance. 


The Succession Tax. 

Albert A. Pope, the manufacturer 
of bicycles, is an indefatigable worker 
in the interest of road improvement. 
Mr. Pope finds that almost everybody 
recognizes the great value and im- 
portance of good ‘roads, but the ques- 
tion is how to raise money to obtain 
them. In a circular which he has just 
issued, Mr. Pope suggests a plan 
which he believes would be the least 
burdensome, and most effectual and 
equitable, in providing good roads. 
His plan is for each State to establish 
a graduated succession tax on lega- 
cies and inheritances, It may be re- 
marked that this plan for raising 
money is not original with Mr. Pope. 
The same suggestion was made by 
Augustus Jacobson, in a work entitled 
“An Ounce of Prevention,’”’ which was 
published last year, and reviewed at 
considerable length in these columns. 
The difference is that Mr. Jacobson 
proposed to use the money thus raised 
in providing practical education for 
all the children in the country, and 
the establishment of manual training 
schools. 

It is suggested that the tax should 
commence with estates valued at 
$10,000, upon which 1 per cent. should 
be raised, increasing gradually to 3 
per cent. on $5,000,000, and after that 
1 per cent. more on every additional 
$5,000,000. Such a system of taxation 
as this is not without precedent. En- 
gland, in 1780, established a tax on 
legacies, and in 1853 the succession-tax 
law was enacted. In the United States 
a collateral succession tax law went 
into force in 1864, but that act has 
since been repealed, in common with 
other internal revenue laws. In New 
York there is a collateral succession 
tax law of $5 per hundred dollars. 
This tax yielded, in 1890, $1,117,637, and 
it is estimated that at least $2,000,000 
will be received from this source by 
the State during the present year. A 
similar law in Pennsylvania brought 
to the State Treasury, in 1891, the sum 
of $1,227,302. The collateral succession 
law reaches comparatively few estates, 
because this tax is simply on the dev- 
olution of property on ot»w §$ than 
direct descendants or prewenitors. 

Thus the law adopted by Connecti- 
cut, in January, 1889, is as follows: 
“All property conveyed by will or by 
death of intestate to other than to 
father, mother, husband, wife, lineal 
descendant, adopted child, the lineal 
descendant of any adopted child, the 
wife or widow of a son, the husband 
of the daughter of decedent, or 
some charitable purpose or purpose 
strictly public, 5 per cent. of its value 
above the sum of $1000, for the use of 
the State.’’ 

The Massachusetts law of 1891 is 
substantially the same with the excep- 
tion that the amount taxed is $10,000 
and over. The rate is 5 per cent., and 
charitable, religious and educational 
bequests are exempt. 

It is pointed out that this succession 
tax would not fall on the poor, and 


$10,000 can well afford to give $100 to 
the State in return for all the protec-

joyed. Upon this phase of the subject, 
Mr. Pope says in his circular: 


“The succession tax is founded on 
the broadest principles of equity. I 
maintain that the wealth possessed 
by every individual has been created 
directly or indirectly by the help of 
others, and therefore he owes to 
others, or, generally speaking, to be 
public, obligations which he ought to 
repay. 

“This is particularly true in the 
United States. Every citizen, whether 
he be rich or poor, is equal in the eye 
of the law, and has behind him, for 
the protection of his rights, the en- 
tire power of the nation. It is, there- 
fore, no more than just that every 
person who accumulates property 
should pay for the protection that the 
State. secures to him and his posses- 
sions. . 

“If each State were to establish a 
tax on legacies and inheritances, such 
as just proposed, and devote the 
money so obtained to the construction 
and maintenance of roads, in a few 
years the older and more -populous 
States would be provided with roads 
equal to those of England, France and 
Switzerland, and. good roads, when 
rightly constructed, can be miain- 
tained at comparatively small cost; 
and as the wealth of the States in- 
creased the succession tax would fur- 
nish sufficient revenue to meet all the 
expenses of the State, after paying 
for the maintenance of roads, thus 
relieving the people from all direct 
taxation for State purposes.” 


Chairman Hitt of the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs says it would be the 
height of absurdity to try to restore 
the Queen to Power in Hawaii (mean- 
ing that this government has no 
authority therefor,) and that to estab 
lish a protectorate would mean to aban- 
don the republican form of government 
in the islands. One point that is con- 
tinually lost sight of by many public 
men is that, while the administration 
in the islands — which, by the way, 
is composed of the ablest and fairest- 
minded residents of the whole group— 
is entirely opposed to the restoration of 
Liliuokalani, its members are equally 
desirous of laying down the authority 
they are now obliged to exercise. They 
understand that so long as they occupy 
the chief positions in the State royal- 
ist intrigues will flourish, inciting to 
constant alarm, to the detriment of all 
social and business relations. Conse- 
quently, it is their wish that the is- 
lands, if governed from abroad, shall 
be so absolutely. The proposition made 
to this country was annexation, and if. 
the United States does not chose to re- 
lieve them of their onerous duties, the 
sentiment will probably be in favor of 
referring the matter to England or 
even Germany. 


“An emergency deficiency bill’’ has 
been passed by the “reform’’ House, 
which appropriates $127,500 for custo- 
dians and janitors of public buildings, 
and $200,000 for clerks of members of 
the House. So it goes all along the 
lines of ‘‘reform.’’ There is or will be 
a “deficiency” in every department of 
the “reform’’ government, except in 
the Pension Bureau, where Hoke Smith, 
the rebel colonel’s son, is still drop- 
ping disabled Union veterans from the 
pension rolls by the thousands. Com- 
pare the Democratic government of 
the nation under the Buchanan admin- 
istration with the rule of the Cleveland 
administration and you will have a 
comparison of general bankruptcy and 
ruin that will compare as nearly as 
like tan compare with like. 


It is proposed that a joint committee 
of the House and Senate go to Nicara- 
gua to investigate everything con- 
nected with the canal. Those who ad- 
vocate this step profess to believe that 
the British are likely to capture the 
control of the enterprise unless some- 
thing is soon Gone. The American peo- 
ple are almost a unit in favor of the 
Nicaragua Canal proposition, and it is 
doubtful whether they would tolerate 
British interference on the isthmus, but 
at the same time, there is an impression 
that these junketing trips do very little 
good, and at the same time they are 
very expensive. It should be possible to 
ascertain the true facts in regard to 
the Nicaragua Canal without sending 
twelve honorable legislators down there 
to inspect it. 


Among the notable persons who have 
been attracted to California as a winter 
resort is Mrs. Gen. Grant, who is going 
tospend thesummer in Santa Barbara. 
Before long it will be quite the thing for 
Eastern people to winter in this sec- 
tion. This would be much more sensi- 
ble and patriotic than for them always 
to go to the south of Europe and spend 
their money in a foreign country, 
where their children pick up ideas that 
do not tend to make them model Amer- 
ican citizens. By the way, how about a 
first-class tourists’ hotel for Los Ange- 


les, so that we may get our proper 


share of this kind of travel? _ 


It is reported that the new tariff will 
show a considerable increase in the tax 
on whisky. At first sight, it might ap- 
pear that an increased whisky tax 
would be a good thing from a moral 
point of view, but there are two sides 
to the question. The heavier the tax 
the more temptation there is to adul- 
terate liquor, and it is an undoubted 
fact that most of the crimes which are 
committed under the influence of drink 
are due to liquor that has been adulter- 
ated. In early days, when whisky was 
cheap and pure, one did not hear any- 
thing like so many awful deeds com- 
mitted by men while under the in- 
fluence of liquor. 


Steamships on the calm Pacific have 
been in ‘bad luck of late. First came 
the loss of the Newbern, off San Pedro; 
then that of the steamer at Hawaii, and 
now the fine Pacific Mail steamer City 
of New York has been wrecked before 
she got five miles from her wharf. It 
is a noticeable fact, however, that none 
of these vessels was wrecked during a 
storm. .On this Coast fogs cause navi- 
gators much more anxiety than storms. 
Here, in the southern part of the State, 
fogs are scarce and seldom last long. 


The tariff committee, it is said, have 
not quite made up their minds on the 
question of sugar, but they are reported 
to be practically determined not to get 
any revenue out of it. The sugar 
bounty will go, and whether a tax will 
take the place of it appears to be prob- 
lematical. Perhaps these wise men can 
tell us in what manner a tax could be 
better applied than in encouraging the 
production of an article for which $100;- 
000,000 is now sent out of the country 
-overy year. 


New York, according to the festi- 
mony of physicians, is full of panic- 
shattered nerves. Hundreds of men 
are broken down in more senses than 
finances. The two disorders that are

ing to the same authorities, are neuras- 
thenia and melancholia. The former 
is described as “simply” a nervous 
weakness with insomnia and physical 
restlessness as symptoms; the latter is 
closely related to insanity and often 
assumes a suicidal form. The medical 
experts who are capable of treating 
such diseases will reap a rich harvest 
from the financial depression, and so 
it proves again that it is an ill wind 
that blows no one good. 


The wages of the chenille workers at 
Philadelphia. have been reduced 40 per 
cent or nearly one-half. The world- 
famous print cloth mills at Fall River, 
Mass., are again talking of shutting 
down as a consequence of the con- 
tinued light demand for their goods, 
notwithstanding their employees are 
now working on.a reduction of from 
8 to 20 per cent. in their wages. The 
Granite-cutters’ National Union claims 
that the eight-hour law is not being 
observed on government buildings at 
Lewiston, Me., and Washington, D. C. 
The ‘“‘change” ordered by the voters of 
the nation last November is making 
itself manifest all along the lines of la- 
bor, and will steadily grow worse as 
long as the free-trade party is in con- 
trol of the government. 


It is not surprising that the Evans 
and Sontag drama has been_ refused 
permission to perform at several places 
in the San Joaquin Valley. With such 
an idealization of train-robbery and 
murder on the boards it is no wonder 
that we hear of three train-robberies 
in one day. ; 


The northern citrus belt has chal- 
lenged the southern belt to a competi- 
tive exhibition of citrus fruits at the 
Midwinter Fair. Our growers ought to 
be careful about shipping any of their 
best fruit to San Francisco until the 
fair opens. 


From the fact that Capt. von Helms 
of the late Newbern has been placed 
in command of another vessel it is evi- 
dent that the steamship company does 
not attach any importance to the sen- 
saiional rumors in regard to the loss of 
the Newbern which were current.

POSTAL POINTS. 


Los Angeles Not Getting 
Her Rights. 


Entitled Under the Law to Gen- 
eral Free Delivery. 


An Important Matter Which Has 
Been Overlooked. 


Thickly Populated Districts Which are Not 
Served by Catriers—No Increase 
in the Force Since 
1888. 


It is a fact not generally known, ex- 
cept by the unfortunate sufferers, that 
at least one-third of the people of Los 
Angeles are deprived of the benefits of 
the free postal delivery service. It is 
also a fact, which has been overlooked 
in some unaccountable manner, that 
this entire city is entitled, under the 
law, to the benefits of free postal de- 
livery, and the only reason that a con- 


trary state of affiairs exists is because 


the matter has not been properly pre- 
sented to the postal authorities at 
ay the people's rights in- 
sis upon their re : 
Washington. y presentatives at 

Section 591 of chapter 19 (act of Jan- 
uary 3, 1887,) says ‘‘that letter carriers 
shall be employed for the free delivery 
of mail matter as frequently as the 
public business may require, 
incorporated city, village or borough 
containing a population of 60,000 within 
its corporate limits.”’ The section then 
goes on to say that the free-delivery 
system may be established in Cities, 
towns and villages of 10,000 population, 
where the gross revenue of the post- 
Office is $10,000 per annum. 

From this law it will be seen that 
it is mandatory in cities of 50,000 pop- 
ulation, and as Los Angeles entered 
this class under the’ census of 1890, 
which gave the official figures as 50,- 
395, apparently nothing now remains 
to be done but to officially bring this 
fact to the attention of the postal au- 
thorities, and insist on the letter of the 
law being enforced, which can be done 
by Senator White and Representative 
Cannon, backed up by resolutions of the 
Chamber of Commerce and Board of 
Trade, which can be forwarded to them 
at once. 

THE PRESENT SITUATION. 

The situation at present is anything 
but satisfactory. The free-delivery sys- 
tem was established in Los Angeles in 
1883 and was slowly extended up to 
1888, when the number of carriers was 
increased to thirty-four, thirty-two de- 
livery carriers and two collectors, at 
which number it still remains, notwith- 
standing the heavy increase in the pop- 
ulation. Nor has there been any change 
in the boundaries of the free-delivery 
districts since that time, and a glance 
at the map in the postoffice shows the 
necessity for an immediate general re- 
vision. As laid out in 1888, the dis- 
tricts embraced the most thickly-set- 
tled sections, but this has, to a great 
extent, been changed, and what was 
equitable five years ago is not satisfac- 
tory-at the present time. Especially is 
this true of the western and southwest- 
ern part of the city, where the growth 
ras been most marked. For instance, 
all the western part of the city. west 
of Union avenue, including the Bonnie 
Brae -Mtract and the section around 
Westlake Park, is without free deliv- 
ery, and the same condition of affairs 
exists west of Figueroa and south of 
Adams streets, including the thickly- 
settled sections out on Hoover street 
and in the vicinity of the university. 
Only on the main thoroughfares is 
there free delivery, south of Thirtieth 
street all cross streets being left out 
and all that section north of Temple 
street and west of Edgeware is also: 
left out in the cold, as well as the sec- 
tion between the Arcade Depot and the 
river. All of these sections are just as 
much entitled to free delivery as those 
which now enjoy its benefits, and can 
get it if concerted action is taken. 

Assistant Postmaster Lewis was in- 
terviewed yesterday and stated that 
there was no question but what Los 
Angeles was entitled to free delivery 
throughout the city, and should have 
it at once. The postoffice authorities 
have done all they can, and it remains 
for the representatives in Congress to 
push the matter. There should be at 
least ten more carriers, and the office 
force should be increased. In 1889 Mr. 
Preuss was allowed $32,600 per year for 
clerk hire. whereas the present admin- 
istration was allowed but $26,800, not- 
withstanding there had been an in- 
crease of 44 per cent. in the business of 
the office. One day last winter 1073 
bags of mail were handled in one day, 
and the office was so crowded that the 
men could scarcely work. The indica- 
tions this year are for a heavy increase 
over last. and if something is not done 
there will be much delay in handling 
the mails. with consequent inconven- 
jence to the business men and citizens 
generally.

Look Out for the Pillethrowers. 


The man or men now engaged in 
‘doing’ Los Angeles, and advertising 
a particular brand of pills, may find 
trouble if some of the free samples 
are improperly used. The method of 
advertising by throwing packages con- 
taining sample doses of the patent 
pills into yards and on the steps of 
private houses is a menace to ‘the 
young children, who generally find 
them first, and in numerous cases have 
been known to mistake the pellets for 
candy, with serious, if not fatal, re- 
sult. A harmless adult dose of pills, 
if there is any medicine in them at 
all, could be a virulent ‘poison for a 
baby, and men who throw -the danger 
right end left, as has been done in 
this city. during the past few days, 
run the risk of a criminal prosecution 
or a sound thrashing from some man 
who cares’ more for his children’s 
safety than he does for the medicinal

From the very commencement of the 
American history of Santa Barbara, Mr. 
More and his brothers have held a 
prominent position in the business in- 
terests of California, Santa Barbara 
city and county especially. Alexander 
P. More was one of twelve brothers and 
Sisters, Andrew B. More, Eleanor 
More, T. Wallace More, Alexander P. 
More, Henry H. More, Mrs. Jane Or- 
cutt of Monroe, lowa, and Mrs. Cor- 
nelia Baldwin of the same place; Law- 
rence W. More, John F. More, and Mrs. 
E. M. Miller of Oakland, Mrs. A. H. 
Agard, and Miss Gussie More, all 
sturdy and strong men and women. T. 
Wallace More and Alexander P. More 
were the first to strike across the con- 
tinent in 1849, and make their residence 
in California. 

After a year or two in the mines, and 
in trafficking about the mines, they 
came to Santa Barbara and began an 
extensive business in stock dealing. 
They were the first persons to purchase 
stock in Southern California, and, by a 


| slow drive, to place it in the market in 


the upper part of the State in fat con- 
dition. They rapidly made money, and 
in 1852 were joined by another and a 
younger brother, Henry H. Then the 
three under the name of the More 
Bros., for sixteen years dealt exten- 
sively in lands and stock in Southern 
California. At one time the three 
brothers owned more than two hundred 
thousand acres of what is now the 
cream of Southern California, compris- 
ing Lompoc, Santa Paula, Saticoy, 
Sespe and the Santa Rosa Island. 
The dry year of 1864 left them in 
debt, and, for the purpose of more eco- 
nomically administering their affairs, 
they dissolved partnership in 1868, and 
A. P. More received the Island of Santa 
Rosa as his portion of the assets of the 
partnership. Shortly afterward he and 
his brother H. H. More formed a part- 
nership and directed their attention to 
making the island of Santa Rosa a vast 
sheep farm, and with such success that 
during the palmy days of high wool it 
produced a princely income under the 
wise management of the two brothers, 
who were probably the best-posted of 
wool men on the Coast. In 1872, they 
were reinforced by another and 
younger bréther, John F. More, who 
entered heartily into their work, and 
proved a very valuable auxiliary to 
them. It is needless to say that all the 
brothers became very wealthy, as they 
with their push and energy and oppor- 
tunities could ill help becoming 
wealthy. All the brothers are dead now 
save John F. More, who alone is left 
to represent the energy of a very re- 
markable family. T. Wallace More was 
killed on the Sespe rancho in the light 
of his burning house, by masked mur- 
derers. on the night of March 27, 1877. 


THE DEVIL ON TRIAL. 


A Unique Meeting at the Salvation Army 
Barracks. 

The Salvation Army’s formal indict- 
ment and trial of the devil took place 
last night at the barracks under the 
Nadeau Hotel. The barracks were 
packed, and the weight of testimony 
and sympathy went strongly against 
poor Beelzebub, who, tricked in gaudy 
trappings, sat patiently in the prisoners’ 
box and awaited his doom. 

A formal charge of offenses was 
brought before the honorable court, and 
trial by jury was demanded. H. N.

J. W. Hart of Pasadena, and the de- 
fense by Capt. Banks of Corps No. 2.

ALMOST A WRECK. 


House-movers Did an 
heard-of Thing, 


And Came Too Near Causing » 
Serious Accident. 


What it Will Cost to Go to San 
Francisco. | 


A Graduated Scale .of Special Rates to the 
Fair—The New Passenger Route— 
Local and General 
Notes. 


An attempt to wreck a train by mov. 
ing a house upon the track at a dan- 
gerous part of the road is a novelty 
in railroading, but that is what was 
done in Los Angeles yesterday. The 
men responsible for the innovation did 
not really intend to cause a collision 
and kill a trainload of people, but, in 
their foolish carelessness, they came 
mighty near doing it. A gang of house- 
movers were engaged in moving a 
house on Wells street, East Los An- 
geles, and had succeeded in getting 
it across the main line tracks of the 
Terminal Railroad at just about the 
time when the 1 o'clock passenger train 
from Pasadena was due to arrive. The 
train came on time around the curve 
at full speed, when the engineer dis- 
covered to his horror the house -stand- 
ing directly upon the track. As quickly 
as possible he reversed the lever and 
managed to stop the .train before it 
struck the obstruction, but it was a 
close shave, As the subjects for the 
attention of the fool-killer had not 
taken the precaution of notifying the 
officials of the road of an intention to 
move a house across the tracks, and 
had not even sent out a flagman to 
warn approaching trains, it is a great. 
wonder that a fearful accident had not 
taken place. When the matter was re- 
ported to General M r Burnett, 
that official immediately took steps 
toward ascertaining the names and 
prosecuting the men who had blockaded 
the road and jeopardized the lives of 
many people. 

RATES TO SAN FRANCISCO, 


The general passenger department of . 
the Southern Pacific has issued a cir- 
cular quoting ticket rates to be charged 
visitors to the Midwinter Fair in San 
Francisco. It is probable that these 
rates will prove a great disappointment 
to many people who had for 
something lower. The tickets are to be 
divided into three classes, with prices 
and conditions as follows: 

Class A: Half fare, or one-way rate 
for round trip, with $2.50 added. From 
all stations located over three hundred 
miles from San Francisco. 

Class B: One and one-fifth fare for 
round trip, with $2 added. From all 
stations located over 150 miles (not to 
exceed 300 miles) from San Francisco. 

Class C: One and one-third fare for 
round trip, with $1.50 added. From 
all stations located within 150 miles 
from San Francisco. The minimum 
special rate will be $1. 

The sums added to the railroad spe- 
cial rates are for entrance ticket cou- 
pons to the fair grounds. For class A, 


five gate coupons; for class B, four gate _ 


coupons, for class C, three gate coupons. 

The return portions of these special 
tickets will be limited to a stay in 
San Francisco as follows: Class A, 
over 300 miles, ten days; class B, over 
150 miles, seven days; class C, less than 
150 miles, five days. 

These special tickets will be limited 
to continuous trip, that is, without 
stop-over privileges, both going to and 
returning from San Francisco. The re- 
turn passage coupon will be an order 
for a return limited ticket, and must 
be presented and surrendered for ex- 
change to the agent, at the Southern 
Pacific Company’s office, in the Mid- 
winter Fair grounds.

John Sanders, who is an employee of 
the Southern California general of- 
fices, and is caterer in the general 
manager’s private car, akes a great 
many transcontinental tr¥js, has been 
to Chicago three timee tgis summer, 
and did not get to see t fair. He is 
going to make up for it by going to 
the Midwinter Fair. 

Bellevue-avenue property-owners are 
trying to get street-car connectjon 
for their section of the city, and will 
undertake to secure an electric line, 
which shall reach them from Second 
street, on Broadway, to Sand and Cas- 
telar streets, thence by a short cut to 
Bellevue avenue and Elysian Park 
avenue. They will, it is understood, 
offer inducements to the Consolidated 
Electric Company to build the desired 
line.

Numerous Double Plays the Feature—The 
Home Team Still Short One Man, 
but in Good Working Order. 
Tredway Expected. 


The tables were very neatly turned 
yesterday on the proud Oaklanders, 
who, under the leadership of the lo- 
-quacious Tip O’Neill, began to imagine 
themselves ‘‘bigger men than’’ the ‘‘ma- 
jor leaguers.”’ Whatever conceit the 
winning of the first two games had 
implanted in their Athenian breasts 
was knocked out of them in the third 
game of the series. 

Griffith was in the box forthe lo 
cals, and delivered himself with un- 
qualified success. He pitched a mag- 
nificent game, allowing only four hits. 
Little Jack Horner was no match for 
him, and was hit hard during the first 
three innings. After that he steadied 
down, but it was too late to repair the 
damage that had been done. 

It was ladies’ day, and the fair sex 
were there in goodly numbers.

@ published article in the /Examiner, 
fully justified his ex-employer’s  en- 
comiums. McNabb, in his palmiest days, 
never put up a better game. 

As on the previous days, the double 
play was numerous.

NOVEL POINTS. 


The Deed Was~Not a 
Will. 


Z Judge Clark Decides a Case in 
Probate. 


Final Day’s Work of the Supreme 
Court. 


Judge Shaw is Réversed on Another De- 
cision—A French Sheepowner Charges 
Alexander Grant With Fraud— 

Court Notes. 


Several nice points were decided yes- 
téerday by Judge Clark, whien the de- 
cision of the court in the contested will 
case of Minnie Pegg was announced, 
which are somewhat novel and not less 
interesting. The cause was fully set 
out in an opinion filed, which was as 
follows: 

“The contest is one arising upon a 
petition to probate two certain instru- 
ments, one of date the 8th of April, 1893, 
as the will of the deceased, and the 
other of date the 26th of April, 1893, as 
a cddicil thereto. The contest alleges 
all of the statutory grounds, but the 
only one urged at the trial and upon 
argument is that the instruments of- 
fered are not testamentary in char- 
acter. The former, that of date April 
the 8th, partakes of the form .of a deed. 
The deceased is named as the party of 
the first part; her mother, Rose Lyons, 
as the party of the second part, and 
her daughter, Pearl Aldeane Partridge, 
a minor, as the party of the third part. 
It recites that the party of the first 
part is the owner of the real property 
therein described: that she is desirous 
of making provision for the better sup- 
port and maintenance of her |. said 
mother and daughter, and that, in con- 
sideration of the love and affection that 
She bears them, she ‘does, by these 
presents, give, grant, convey and con- 
firm’ unto the party of the second part 
and her heirs an undivided one-third 
of the real property therein described, 
and to the party of the _ second 
part in trust for the party of the 
third part g her minority, an un- 
divided two-thirds of said property. It 
is signed by the parties of the first 
and second part, acknowledged by the 
party of the first part, the day it bears 
date, and recorded at the request of the 
party of the second part twodays there- 
after. It is, of course, the rule that the 
legal declaration of a person's mind as 
to the manner in which he would have 
his property or estate disposed of after 
his. death need not be by instrument 
in any particular form; that the instru- 
ment may be in form a note or check, 
an entry in a diary or acount..book, a 
letter, contract or deed, yet, if written 
animo testandi and executed with the 
formalities required by the statute, it 
will be received and probated as a will. 
But while, in determining whether a 
given instrument is or is not a will, 
it is not material what it is called upon 
its face, and the material inquiry is 
as to the effect and operation that the 
maker intended it to have, still the 
rule does not mean that the intent 
of the party executing the instrument 
will prevail against the real nature of 
the transaction. If the instrument is, 
in law and in fact, a deed, that the 
maker intended it as a will is of no 
moment, for the intention of the maker 
must, if possible, be gathered from the 
instrument itself. The instrument in 
question is a curious specimen of legal 
conveyancing, and illustrates the folly 
and danger of deviating from the 
beaten paths, and that such departure 
can result only in uncertainty and liti- 


gation. Thus, in addition to the 
provisions and _ recitals contained 
and above referred to, 


and, after defining the nature and 
extent of the trust reposed in the 
party of the second part and authoriz- 
ing her ‘from the date hereof to sell, 
mortgage, lease’ etc., the property con- 
veyed, and after providing that in the 
event of the death of the party 
of the second part or third parts 
before a partition of the property con- 
veyed shall have been made, then the 
title to the whole thereof shall vest in 
the survivor, it contains the following: 
‘And I,,the said party of the first part, 
do hereby declare that I do sign and 
make this deed of gift and of trust as, 
‘for and in the nature and stead of, a 
will. That I do hereby annul all 
former will or wills by me made, and 
that certain deed of trust made by m 
in September, 1892, which said trus 
deed was made as, for and in place of, 
a will, and which I hereby render void 
and as of no effect. And I do further 
declare that I am of sound and dispos- 
ing mind and not acting under undue 
influence, menace or duress of any per- 
gon whatsoever.” Then follows’ the 
usual habendum clause of a deed, viz.: 
*To have and to hold the above granted 
premises together with the appurte- 
nances and every part thereof, unto the 
said parties of the second part and 
third parts respectively, as their inter- 
ests may hereinbefore appear, upon the 
trust as herein limited, described and 
declared, and to their heirs and assigns 
forever.’ The instrument is, as before 

stated, acknowledged and recorded. It 
“|Is also attested by three witnesses. The 
attestation clause reads, ‘The forego- 
ing instrument, consisting of four 
pages besides this, was at the date 
hereof, by the said Minnie Pegg signed 
sealed and published as, and declared 
to be by her a deed of gift and of trust 
as and for and in place of a last will 
and testament, and in the presence of 
us and each of us, who, at her request 
and in her presence, and in the pres- 
ence of each other, and without the 
presence of the parties of the second 
and third parts named therein, have 
subscribed our names as_ witnesses 
thereto.”’ 

“The peculiar form of the instru- 
ment. the fact that it is attested as 
well as acknowledged, that it has all of 
the elements and parts of a deed, but 
recites that it is made for and in the 
nature of, and instead of, a will, and 
the oral testimony at the trial that the 
maker wished to avoid the necessity of 
probate proceedings, all lead to the 
conclusion that the object and intent 
was to prepare an instrument that 
could be made operative as either a 
will or a deed. This, however, cannot 
be. While an instrument may be a 
will in part and a deed in part, it can- 
hot, as a whole, be both a will and deed, 
but must be one or the other. (Thomp- 
son vs. Johnson, 19 Ala., 59; Robinson 
vs. Schley, 6 Ga., 515.) 

“A will speaks at the death of the 
testator. It has no operation until then; 
but a deed must take effect, if at all, 
upon its execution. When, therefore, 
an instrument possesses characteristics 
of both a deed and a will, the test by 
‘which to determine whether it be one 
or the other is whether or no it passes 
a present interest. (Burlington Uni- 
versity vs. Barrett, 22 Iowa, 60; 92 Am. 


Dec, 376.) If, by its terms, does not 
pass an interest or right’ until 
the death of the maker, it 


will be held to be awill. If 
it does pass a present interest or right, 
it will be held a deed. Applying this 
test to the instrument under consider- 
ation, there can be but one result. It 
has all the elements and essentials of 
ea deed. It was «x. ted as such and 
eonveyed the title to the property 
therein described at on e to the gran- 
tee named therein. The fact that the 
maker recited in the instrument and 
stated to the attesting witnesses that 
she executed the deed as and for a will 
did’ not make it a will or prevent it 
from passing 


title, It follows that this 


stead declaration the 
covered by the mortgage; therefore, no 
forgery in law could have been com- 
mitted by signing the name of Green 
alone to the instrument. This holding 
is not sustained by the Supreme bench, 
and they therefore affirm the former 
judgment entered. 


instrument ~~ is © not~ testamentary, in 
character, and cannot therefore be 
admitted to probate. Applying the 
same test to the second instrument, 
that of date the 26th of April, 1893, the 
result is otherwise. Although it re- 
cites that it is made in the nature of, 
and is to be regarded as, a codicil to 
the former instrument, yet by its 
terms no property passes until after 
the death of the maker, and the words 
used are apt words of bequest, and 
not of grant. Thus, it reads: ‘Second, 
I hereby give and bequeath to my 
daughter, Pearl Aldeane Partridge, a 
minor, any and all debts which at the 
time of my decease shall be found ow- 
ing to me. ,. Third, I also give 
and bequeath to my said daughter all 
the jewels, trinkets and personal or- 


Nnaments worn or used by me during; 


my lifetime; and also my pidno and all 
the fixtures, prints, books, furniture, 
chattels and effects whatsoever, which 
shall at my death be in or about my 
premises,’ etc. It nominates an executrix 
and exempts. her from giving bond. 
It is clearly testamentary in character, 
and must be treated as being so. Be- 
fore this last instrument, however, can 
be admitted to probate, notices must 
be mailed, as required by section 1304, 
Cc. Cc. The appearance of Pearl 
Partridge, she being a minor, is not 
sufficient. Findings and decree are 
ordered accordingly.’’ 
ANOTHER REVERSAL. 

An opinion was rendered yesterday 
by the Supreme Court, in bank, in the 
matter*of L. M. Wagner vs. the Su- 
perior Court of Los Angeles county, 
wherein a decision of Judge Shaw’s is 
reversed. 

The case was in the form of an ap- 
plication for a writ of prohibition. It 
appeared that on September 26, 1892, 
Wagner was adjudged insolvent by the 
Superior Court, and the latter subse- 
quently made a distribution of all the 


estate of the insolvent which had come 


into the possession of the assignee, and 


granted to the petitioner a certificate of 
discharge from all debts and claims 


existing against her at the date of the 
filing of her petition to be adjudged in- 
solvent, and also made an order dis- 
charging the assignee 

When these orders’ were made, holds 
the Supreme Court, the insolvency pro- 
ceedings were ended and the court had 
no further jurisdiction over the person 
of the insolvent, and this jurisdiction 
could only be restored by an applica- 
tion upon the part of some creditor of 
the insolvent to set aside and annul 
the decree or certificate discharging 
her from her indebtedness, as provided 
by the insolvent act. Certainly, after 
the insolvency proceeding was ended 
the court was without authority to 
proceed under the act, and examine the 
petitioners or other persons for the 


purpose of ascertaining whether or not 
all of the property of the insolvent 


estate had come into the hands of the 


assignee. 


It seemed, however, that since the 


making of the orders referred to, two 
petitions had been filed in the Superior 
Court, each praying that the certificate 
of discharge granted to the petitioner 
be annulled on the grounds of alleged 
fraud in obtaining it. 
petitions was filed by the assignee in 
the insolvency proceeding, and the 
other by a creditor of the insolvent 
Wagner.

The court thereupon ordered that 


the petitioner appear on October 30, and 
show cause why the order discharging 
her should not be vacated. 
of the appeal was to prohibit the court 
from proceeding under the latter order.

$250, the first two due May 15, and the 
last on June 7. Grant at once  pro- 
ceeded to negotiate the notes before 
their maturity, a portion of which Pi- 
cot had since paid. 

Afterward, so it appeared from the 
complaint, Picot found that neither at 
that time nor since was Grant the 
owner of the lands, his representations 
being false and without foundation in 
fact. Judgment for $1000, with interest 
and costs, is asked for. 

NOT AT ALL CRAZY. 

George F. Jones was the unfortunate 
subject for examination before a lunacy 
eommission yesterday, in Judge McKin- 
ley’s court. Mrs. Mary Jones, the man’s 
wife, did her best to have him adjudged 
as being of unsound mind, but the phy- 
sicians and judge didn’t see it that 
way, and allowed Mr. Jones to go in 
peace. It was very evident that a 
great deal of domestic discord had been 
stirred up in the Jones household. 

The wife claimed that she had been 
ill-treated, owing to her husband’s pe- 
culiarity. A mysterious personage, re- 
ferred to as a “roomer” at the Jones 
house, figured as a possible cause of 
some of the trouble When the court 
announced that Jones would be dis- 
charged, Mrs. Jones flounced out of the 
room, exclaiming as she did so, that 
she would at once begin divorce pro- 
ceedings. - 

ON A MORTGAGE. 

Judge Shaw was engaged yesterday 
afternoon in hearing the case of George 
P. Yoakum and Emily R. Yoakum vs. 
W. Y. White, A. D. Childress, and John 
S. Park. 

The allegations of the complaint were 
that on February 10, 1891, White deliv- 
ered to the plaintiffs a promissory note 
for $7800, payable five years after date, 
with interest at 8 per cent. To secure 
the note White drew up a certain mort- 
gage, encumbering a lot consisting of 
ten acres of land. After the execution 
of the mortgage, White conveyed the 
premises to Park and Childress by a 
quit-claim deed. The deed was ac- 
cepted by Park and Childress, who as- 
sumed the mortgage. 

The plaintiffs, setting forth that 
neither interest nor principal had been 
paid, prayed for judgment against the 
defendants.

Burglar Grimes Again Safely 
Behind the Bars. 


Return of Marshal Nichols With His Prisoner 
from the North— Another Burglary 
at Anaheim—Orange 
Notes. 


The arrival of William Grimes, the 
burglar who out-sprinted Officer Mor- 
gan in an impromptu footrace from 
Judge Towner’s courtroom a few days 
ago, Friday, was a pleasant surprise 
to the law-abiding citizens of Santa 
Ana, the first news of his re-arrest 
having been bought to them through 
Friday morning’s Times. Marshal 
Nichols came in with the prisoner on 
the morning train from Los Angeles, 
having secured his man at Bakersfield. 
He was immediately taken before 
& justice of the peace, where he was 
arraigned. He demanded an immediate 
examination, but the District Attorney 
filed a request to have the same post- 
poned until today, which was granted, 
tn order to procure the witnesses in the 
case.. 

It will be remembered that Grimes 
is the individual who so strenuously ob- 
jected to having his picture adorn the 
rogues’ gallery. Marshal Nichols was 
determined, though, to get his  pic- 
ture, as he was believed to be an East- 
ern crook, and, after some effective 
persuasion, got a likeness of him by 
which he was identified and recaptured 
at Bakersfield, after his escape from 
this city. 

Grimes stated to the Times corre- 
spondent that he was making his way 
to San Francisco; that when he escaped 
here on a writ of habeas corpus and 
distanced Officer Morgan in a footrace 
for liberty he ran down to a cornfield 
just below the city, where he stayed 
until a short while after dark. Then 
he took a circuitous route around the 
city until he came to the railroad track, 
when he made a bee line for Los Angeles, 
At that place, he stated, he got some 
money from a friend to pay his car- 
fare as far as Bakersfield; that he was 
standing on the railroad track down 
below the depot when he saw the of- 
ficers approaching; that he feared they 


had a description of him and he started 


to run; that they called to him to halt, 
but he ran like a deer until the bul- 
lets began to go zip! zip! zip! past his 
head, and then he thought it would 
- better to stop than take further 
risk. 

He will be taken before Justice Free- 
man this morning at 10 o’clock to have 
his examination. Grimes is believed 
to be a desperate character, and Mar- 
shal Nichols is doing everything in his 
power to bring him to justice.

“Say, mister, where can we hitch?”

Crops and Markets. 

The rain which fell during the past 
week was heavier than usually occurs 
for the first precipitation of the sea- 
son. Some damage was done to raisins 
still in the trays, and to grain and hay 
curing in the fields. The rain will en- 
able farmers to begin preparing soil 
for seeding and make the irrigation of 
the orchards necessary. This rain, al- 
though it promises to insure a good 
early crop this season, is not altogether | 
welcome to all our farmers, especially 
to those who have large stocks on 
hand. They fear that the prospect of a | 
good crop will depress prices still fur- 
ther. 

Reports from the East note a light 
inquiry for new-crop raisins, but a good 
movement of old stock. 

Shipments of prunes have been heavy | 
this season, especially from the north- | 
For the first 
two weeks of October the shipments | 
from the Santa Clara Valley ameunted 
to over three hundred and fifty tons. 
The demand at present is reported to 
be comparatively light. Eastern deal- | 
ers are going slow in purchasing dried | 
fruits, merely taking enough to supply | 
consumption, and awaiting the future | 
of the market. 

As noted last week, ,shipments of 
celery grown in the peat lands of Or- 
ange county will soon begin. Celery of 
the finest quality is grown in that sec- 
tion. It is believed by dealers that this 
celery, which is now being shipped to 
Kansas City, will, to a great extent, 
take the place of: celery from Michigan, 
which is the leading celery region in 
the United States 

The orange shipping season will soon 
begin. Reports as to the size of the 
crop are very different, and nothing of 
an entirely authentic character has yet 
been received. The organizations which 
have been formed are getting ready for 
the season’s business, and the result 
of the new departure is watched with | 
much interest. It is reported that the 
Southern California association hes ap- 
pointed H. K. Pratt, an ex-commission 
man, fromerly of Riverside, and many 
other places, as agent of the associa- 
tion in Chicago. If that is so, there are 
many who will think that a mistake 
has been made. Mr. Pratt has figured 
in a number of places as a commission 
man, and so far as heard from his 
operations do not appear to have given 
satisfaction to his clients. It is to be 
hoped that the organization will start 
out right, so that the new system may 
receive a thorough and impartial trial. 

It is announced that the Sonora or-

United States, buyers from Chicago, 
St. Louis and Kansas City having pur- 
chased the fruit some time ago on the 
trees. “Sonora oranges are growing in 
popularity. According to dealers this 
year’s crop for export will, it is said, 
amount to 100 carloads, as compared 
with seventy-nine carloads last year.

“To find a remedy was a problem 
which was long in solving, until we 
found that there were some of your 
varieties of wild grapes that were not 
subject to attacks of phylloxera. Then

_ The Duty on Fruit. 

The State Board of Trade and the 
Fruit-growers’ Association have been 
considering how the interests of Cali- 
fornia can be best furthered under the 
tariff measure which is being prepared 
at Washington. e committee, ap- 
pointed at a convention which was held 
in San Francisco in July, prepared an 
elaborate brief, in which the facts, fig- 
ures and arguments in support of pro- 
tection for our California products were 
fully set forth. It was the plan of- the 
convention to send a personal repre- 
sentative to present and enforce these 
arguments, and Gen. Chipman of Red 
Bluff was named as the delegate. The 
funds necessary to carry out this proj- 
ect have not been forthcoming. Gen. 
Chipman has, however, prepared a com- 
plete argument to be submitted to the 
Ways and Means Committee of the 
House of Representatives. This brief 
was the principal subject of discussion 
at the recent meeting. 

At this meeting in San Francisco, 
John P. Irish was suggested as a dele- 
gate to go to Washington, but the 
growers seemed to think that it would 
be better to send somebody who was 
better versed in agricultural matters, 
and appointed a committee of three to 
secure the services of such a person. 
The committee consists of G. J. Griffith 
of Los Angeles, . W. Maslin and B. 
Lelong.

In summing up the results of his 
trip through the northern part of the 
and in giving his impressions 
of the wine industry, as he found it, 
Mr. Gos gives the growers of the State 
some points which are not to be lightly 
considered, when it is remembered. that 
he is one of the leading viticulturists 


a reporter of the Call Mr. Goss said: 

“Your soil and your climate are well 
adapted to the growing of the finest 
grapes in the world. The progress you 
ha’e made in the comparatively few 
years that. have elapsed since you made 
a beginning in the industry are simply 
wonderful, and, as I have said before 
to you, the scale on which you do 
things and the method that prevails’ 
all through your work is a complete 
surprise to me. 

“But there are many things con- 
nected with the science of wine-making 
which you have yet to learn. France, 
with her hundreds of years of experi- 
ence, has but little to fear from you 
for some years so far as the manufac- 
ture of ‘grand vin’ is concerned. 

“But there is one thing that eure | 


came the difficulty in finding a stock 
that was suitable to the soil, and one 
which was good in itself. Of prob- 
ably two hundred varieties of wild 
grape, possibly a few—a very few—are 
valuable for the purpose of grafting, 
and we are still working on this, and 
that is a part of my mission to the 
United States. 

“After it was found that the Amer- 
ican stock was not subject to the at- 
tacks of the pest, came all the nice dis- 
tinetions that had to be found out—the 
adaption of the stock to the soil, to 
the variety) that was to be grafted upon 
it. and a thousand things that had to 
be learned by the failures that pre- 
cedeed them. 

“We are still searching. I am now 
on my way to Texas, and I am in a 


hurry to get there before the leaves | 


drop from the vines, so that I can 
study them carefully, and then I shall 
take samples home with me, with which 
to experiment, and see if any better 
results can be obtained than we have 
already obtained. 

“And you must pass through the 
same experience. You have imported 
the European stock, and you must set 
out new vineyards, American roots, and 
graft your varieties on these, and the 
sooner you do it the sooner you will 
be getting on a basis to compete with 
us in France. 

“So far as the results of my trips are 
concerned, for the immediate future 
they will be rather scientific, than com- 
mercial. I came particularly to study 
resistent stocks, that is, roots that are 
free from the attacks of phylloxera, 
but I am taking back samples of all 
your vines to be subjected to scientific 
tests, and, when these are made, it may 
result in a reduction of duties on Amer- 
idan wines if they are found to be 
suitable for naturalization, so they can 
be sold as French wines. 

“T must be in Paris with my report 
by November 26, and the commercial 
features of the case will then be in the 
hands of the Minister of Agriculture, 
from whom any favorable recognition 
must come.” 


Prof. Coquilette, 

The Times is sorry to learn that Prof. 
Coquilette will shortly leave for Wash- 
ington, the Secretary of Agriculture 
having decided to withdraw him from 
the State, the reason given being that 
this is considered by the department 
the most effectual way to put a stop 
to the unpleasant wrangling which has 
been indulged in by the State Board of 
Horticulture. 

Prof. Coquilette’s departure will bea 
serious loss to the fruit-growers of this 
section, to whose interest he has de- 
voted so much careful study. Mr. Co- 
quilette is-a conscientious and studious 
worker in the fleld of entomology, and 
his place will be difficult to fill. It is 
understood that for the present nobody 
will be appointed to succeed him, at 
least, that is stated to be the present 
purpose of the department. ’ 

This is another outcome of the un- 
seemly and disgraceful squabble on the 
question of insect parasites which has 
been waged so long and bitterly in this 
section. It is about time that an end 
was put to this disastrous squabble, 
which threatens to seriously injure our 
horticultural industry. 

To Prof. Coquilette, personally, The 
Times desires to express its siritere 
thanks for valuable services rendered, 
and many acts of courtesy on his part. 
We trust that the time will soon come 
when he will be able to resume his 
work in this section. 


That Fumigating Patent. 


As reported in The Times, the dis- | 


trict attorneys of Southern California 
counties have decided to’ combine in 
defending a suit which has been brought 
by the proprietors of a patent treat- 
ment of trees, for infringement of their 
patent. Some time ago the Los An- 
geles county supervisors were advised 
that the county had a right to use the 
tents, as the process was not patent- 
able. Apparently the only difference 
between this process and others of sim- 
ilar kind is that the light is excluded 
when it is used. The gas has been used 
for a similar purpose by others, but al- 
ways damaged the foliage and fruit, 
until the system of excluding the light 
was adopted. It seems, however, that 
the patentees should not have been en- 
titled to the credit of first discovering 
the process. Prof. Coquilette claims to 
have preceded them in the successful 
use and publication of that process. 
Such being the case, the district attor- 
negeys of the Southern California coun- 
ties expect to be able to defeat the 
patentees without much trouble. 


The Sweet Olive. 

(Watsonville Pajaroman:) A corre 
spondent of the Santa Cruz Surf in- 
quires if the sweet olive is cultivated 
in California. Some years ago the 
Marysville Appeal published an article 
on the sweet olive of the Grecian Isles, 
and the writer declared it the most 
palatable of olives. This article at- 
tracted the attention of James Waters, 
our local nurseryman, and he wrote the 
Appeal’s correspondent concerning this 
much-praised fruit. He received a re- 
ply giving place where trees could be 
obtained, and he wrote the United 
States Consul at that port, and inter- 
ested him in the matter. In time a 
shipment of the trees was made, but 
we believe that lot was lost. 

The following season Mr. Waters 
wrote again, and in time a lot of trees 
was obtained from the interior of the 
island where they grow; they were 
carefully packed by the consul, and 
after several months’ travel reached 
Watsonville. @ost of them were in 
good condition, and they have been used 
as a stock from which to propagate 
trees. We are of the impression that 
they are the only trees of this varietv 
on the Coast, and perhaps in the coun- 
try. They were obtained with great dif- 
ficulty and heavy expense. If the writer 
of the query in the Surf will visit Mr. 
Waters’s nurseries, he can find the 
sweet olive tree. Where it grows in 
Greece its fruit is much preferred to 
that of the Italian and Spanish olives.

The Nursery Business. 

The following communications have 
been received on the subject of reliable 
nurserymen the existence of whom 
was questioned by recent  cor- 
respondent: 

DISHONESTY THE EXCEPTION. 

RIVERSIDE, Oct. 14, 1893.—(To the 
Editor of The Times.) Noticing your 
remarks in The Times of recent date, 
relating to reliable nurserymen,: and 
the remarks of a correspondent thereon, 
questioning if there are any reliable 
nurserymen; and also noticing your in- 
vitation to nurserymen to answer, I 
am induced to write; although, dur- 
ing nearly forty years of a nursery- 
man’s career, I have seldom thought it 
worth while to take note of any such 
general wholesale charge of dishonesty. 

During this long period I have neces- 
sarily associated with and intimately 
known many nurserymen, as well as 
men of all other occupations and pro- 
fessions, ministers, lawyers, doctors, 
editors, farmers and merchants. Among 
all these classes, | have known some 
dishonorable, disreputable men, some 
very dishonorable and thoroughly un- 
reliable nurserymen: but the rule has 
been, as the great majority of men can 
testify, that a very large proportion of 
all these various classes is entitled to 
the respect, esteem and confidence of 
their fellow-men, nurserymen furnish- 
ing a respectable average in this re- 
gard. And why should they not? 

I question not that men can be 
found, probably not a few, who hon- 
estly believe that they have been 
Swindled by the houses which I take 
pride in representing. While, from the 
necessities of the case I am conscious 
of the existence of such parties, I am 
also constious, from the unsolicited 
testimony that has been tendered us 
from all parts of this great Republic, 
and throughout the length and 
breadth of Canada, that no house, or 
men in any profession or line of busi- 
ness has earned a prouder reputa- 
tion for fair, .open-handed, honest 
dealing during all these years than 
the nursery houses to which I belong. 
And I am led to believe from treat- 
ment I have received that there are 
hundreds of parties now living in 
California, unknown to me, who are 
ever ready to cheerfully confirm this 
statement. 

The nature of the business is such, 
that there is no nurseryman, no mar- 
ter how intelligent, conscientious, and 
desirous of having each variety true 
to name, he may be, but what may, 
and will, at times find himself de- 
ceived. In eta ie. buds and scions of 
varieties there is no nurseryman but 
at times must rely upon the honesty 
and knowledge of other parties, and 
no matter how careful and reliable 
these men may ‘be, there is a chance 
for error, and a variety may be hon- 
estly propagated, which shall not turn 
out what it was supposed to be. 

While I know that our business 
alone during these many years has 
added to the taxable valuation of this 
country, many millions of dollars, I am 
also aware that we have received 
many dollars for which the purchasers 
have received ‘no value. In some in- 
Stances the fault was undoubtedly 
ours, but how often was it not the 
fault of the party purchasing? A 
slip-shod sloven buying trees, half- 
planting the same, and giving them 
but little care and attention, receives 
no benefit from the purchase, and is 
ever ready to curse the nurseryman 
from whom he bought them. 

There is no business where a man 
is put squarer on his honor, if he 
would make a business worth the hav- 
ing, than the nursery business. 

It does not pay a business man to 
be dishonest, and this truth is espe- 
cially applicable to the nurseryman. 

Reputation for fair dealing is cap- 
ital.

ARE SOMETIMES CARELESS. 

TROPICO, Oct. 15, 1893.—(To the Ed- 
itor of The Times.) ‘In response to 
your request, as a nursery man, I 
would say that I think much of the 
complaint against nurserymen arises 
from want of proper care, rather than 
dishonesty. One source of trouble 
comes from dependency on hired men 
to collect and insert buds without a 
proper knowledge of the trees from 
which buds are taken. For instance, I 
went this fall to’ an orchard to get 
buds of the Susquehanna peach. When 
I examined the growth of the trees and 
the fruit then ripening, I was satisfied 
they were not the Susquehanna at 
all. So I went to an older orchard, 
where buds are more difficult to obtain, 
and secured my buds. As far as I 

now, there are but two orchards in 
this valley that have what I would 
call the Susquehanna peach. One of 
my near neighbors bought of a local 
nurseryman 300 peach trees, which, 
he said, he budded from a tree in his 
own yard, and knew they were Sus- 
quehannas. When they came to bear 
there was not a Susquehanna in the 
lot. Now, I do not believe those men 
were dishonest, but simply did not 


know. .the 
M. Vance, 


Myself and tner, H. 
had budded this fall about forty thou- 
sand trees, and we have selected every 
bud, and, with very few exceptions, 
from trees upon which we have seen 
fruit in maturity, and number and reg- 
ister every row, with variety contained. 
We believe by this method mistakes 
will be very rare. 

Another prolific source of dissatisfac- 
tion is in dealing in trees shipped 
from the northern part of the State> In 
Eagle Rock Valley there were planted 
last season thousands of those trees, 
ane I think I am safe in saying not 
one lot gave satisfaction. I think 25 per 
cent. are dead, and the others are 
making a very feeble growth, and their 
owners wish they were all out of the 
way of planting more vigorous trees. 
These trees were sold for home-grown 
stock, so I have been told by some,of 
the parties, and I am forced to admit 
that this class of shady transactions 
Savors somewhat of dishonesty. 

It was this dealing in Northern- 


tween the Park Nursery and Mr. 
Shearer, and inasmuch as the Park 
Nursery Company men claimed that 
they were home-grown, it seems like a 
hardship for them to stand the damage. 
Yet, from my own personal knowledge, 
I do not believe the judgment gave Mr. 
Shearer full relief. From my knowl- 
edge of the almost universal dissatis- 
faction with Northern-grown trees, I 
am determined not ‘to handle them. 
We have ample facilities here to fur- 
nish all the nursery stock required in 
Southern California, ian if orchardists 
will take the pains to go to the nursery 
and select their trees, after careful in- 
vestigation, I am satisfied, they, will 
have less cause of complaint against 
the nurserymen. 

In conclusion, I must. assert the 
sweeping allegation of your correspond- 
ent against the nurserymen is with- 
out foundation in fact, and does them 
gross injustice, R. R. DARBY.

EXPERIENCE NEEDED. 

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 21.—(To the 
Agricultural Editor of The Times.) 
Please permit me to make a short 
statement in reply to a letter in a late 
issue about nursermen. Having trav- 
eled as agent for a wholesale nursery 
over a large scope of country, and 
talked with many orchardists and nur- 
serymen, I find the trouble complained 
of by your correspondent in regard to 
trees proving untrue to name, is not 
confined to this State, neither does it 
arise in the majority of cases from nur- 
serymen belng dishonest. The trouble 
comes most often from gross ignorance 
on the part of many so-called nursery- 
men, as well as their patrons, in re- 
gard to the details of the nursery busi- 
ness, but more especially from confus- 
ion in names of different varieties. It 
is a mistaken, yet very prevalent, idea, 
with many people, that any one can 
grow nursery stock and give satisfac- 
tion if they are only honest. 

This might be correct to some ex- 
tent, providing there were but a few 
varieties of fruit in the world; but, 
when we consider that there are many 
hundred varieties, and even these 
frequently changing their character- 
istics ' in different localities, it becomes 
apparent to any thinking mind, that 
years of experience and study must be 
necessary to distinguish these different 
kinds, one from another. . 

In conversation with veteran nusery- 
men of this State, they have informed 
me that the longer they remain in the 
business, the more they_find there is 
to learn. Yet, how often do we hear of 
men abandoning their former pursuits’ 
to engage in growing nursery stock, a 
business about which they may know 
absolutely nothing. A man may have 
achieved a reputation as an honest and 
conscientious, farmer, merchant, car- 
penter, or what not, among a large 
circle of acuaintances. When he en- 
gages in the nursery business his 
former patrons go to him to get trees, 
and, as a result of his ignorance, they 
get a variety, perhaps, they do not 
want, Then they declaim against 
nurserymen in general as being a pack 
of liars and thieves. 

There are another class known as 
dealers, who engage in the sale of 
nursery stock, and who depend for their 
supply of trees upon job-lots, which 
they buy here and there, at’ a low 
figure, to sell agin. They require very 
little knowledge of the nursery busi- 
ness, and usually possess none. on 

The question for the planser to ide 
is whether it is best for him to buy 
his stock direct from a grower of estab- 
lished reputation, or hunt about for 
something cheaper.

Hens and Nests. 
(Exchange:) Where there are sev- 
eral hens that persist in occupying the 
same nests when laying, once a week 
is not too often too clean out the old 
material, dust it with sulphur or pyre- 
thrum, or brush it over with kerosene, 
and replace with a new nest. When 
used by only one hen, it need not be 
done so frequently, unless the hens are 
badly afflicted with vermin, but a clean 
nest is well liked by them, and the 
work should be done as often as there 
are any indications of the presence of 
either the larger hen lice or the little 
red mites. One hen should not be set 
in the nest where another has been 
for three weeks, unless it is first thor- 
oughly cleansed, and if treated with 
oil, or with -carbolic§ acid solution, 
which some use, it should be thor- 
oughly exposed to the air for a day or 
two, lest the fumes of the oil or acid 
should destroy the fertility of the eggs. 
Burn all old straw that is taken from 
the nests, or a least put it where 
fowls or animals cannot get to it. One 
of the advantages of frequent changes 
of nest material is the clean, bright 
appearance of the eggs when this is 
attended to.

: . Pear Blight. 

A. T. McKelvey, an expcrienced pear- 
grower, writes tothe Ohio Farmer that 
cultivation invites and intensifies pear 
blight. Inthis connection he recites 
his experience, 


“After losing many trees from this 
cause, ,I discovered that the ravages of 
the blight wereconfined almost exclu- 
sively to the orchard under cultivation, 
while the trees that had grown in sod 
for years wereentirely exempt. The 
discovery led meto believe that there 
must be some association between the 
cultivation of the trees and the blight. 
After a careful trial and much investi- 
gation I have reached the conclusion 
that the cultivation of trees stimulates 
arank growth of new wood which fur- 
nishes an inviting field for the propaga- 
tion of the fungus. This immature 
growth of new wood is peculiarly sus- 
ceptible to the developement of the 
fungus which attacks the trees during 
moist sultry weather in summer; bnt its 
deadly workis not manifest until the 
summer following, when the blighted 
leaves and black branches appear. If 
manure has been applied to the orchard 
under cultivation the blight is intensi- 
fied and the result most fatal. 

‘‘With this discovery I have ceased to 
cultivate my peartrees, and the good 
results have been marked, for with but 
an occasional blighted limb, which is 
promptly removed and burned, my 
trees have almost escaped the dreaded 
scourge.”’ 

Another grower of experieace writes 
as follows: 

‘In my experience of thirty-five years 
of cultivating the pear, I have tried all 
the remedies thatI ever heard sug- 
gested and all that I could originate my- 


self; haye applied lime, ashes, svlt, 
copperas and various comvpounds 
to the soil, but I have found but 


one remedy that did much good. In or- 
dinary instances the immediate re- 
moval of the dead or affected branches 
will prove asuccess. The amputation 
should be made several feet below the 
affected parts as the poison passes 
downward some time before its effects 
are visible externally. To guard 
against disease, plant only such varie- 
ties as are known to be seldom affected. 
Ihave found Seckel, Wilder, White 


Doyenne, Gray Doyenne and Tyson to, 


be safe varieties. The Bartlett is a 
very fine variety andis not generally 
badly affected with blight, and should 
have a place in every garden.”’ 


The Bug Question. 

THE ALMS, Oct. 18, 1893.—(Agri- 
cultu Editor of The Times.) We are 
continually being reminded of the in- 
competency of certain members of the 
State Board of Horticulture, and, al- 
though this very unpleasant state of 
affairs has existed for a considerable 
length of time, much to the disgust of 
the well wishers of horticulture, noth- 
ing satisfactory has been accomplished 
save an increased lack of confidence 
in the State board by those who 
naturally look to them for information. 
The continued attacks by certain men- 
in Southern California against the 
State board,-and the manner in which 
the board has antagonized Southern 
California has not been productive of 
any great good to the interest of hor- 
ticulture in this State and it is high 
time that something was done to over- 
come the estrangement that has arisen. 
“A word to the wise is sufficient.’’ 
May the time speedily come when the 
energy and time that have hitherto 
been devoted almost exclusively to an- 
tagonizing the State board and our 
own horticultural commissioner, be 
used in a united effort to rid the 
county of the injurious insects that 
are preying upon our trees and vines. 

FRUIT-GROWER. 


There isn’t so much desire as there 
used to be to have cows give milk all 
through the year or until anether calf 
is dropped. The best cows need a rest 
at this time, and will give more milk 
and make more butter in ten months, if 
allowed a rest of two months, than they 
will if milked continuously. It may 
seem nice for the man who owns a sin- 
gle cow td have her furnish milk all the 
year, but as a matterof profitit will 
pay better to buy milk afew weeks 
than tocompel the cow to furnish it 
through the year. 


Making Butter. 

(American Cultivator: ) To get but- 
ter in just the best condition for 
handling without over working, stop 
churning just as soon as it comes to a 
grain-like condition and draw off the 
buttermilk, Put in about as much ice 
water as there is of the buttermilk, in 
which a handfulof clean, white salt 
has been dissolved. Churn gently fora 
a few minutesin that, and draw it off, 
and repeat the process until the water 
runs clear. The butter isthen ready to 
take outofthe churn, andit needs no 
more working than is necessary tocom- 
pact it together and mix thesalt and 
coloring matter, if any is used, with it. 


We have usually added the coloring. 


matter to the salt instead of the cream, 
as atthis stage we could judge how 
much was needed to getthe desired 
June color when we saw the butter. 
In early spring, when the butter was 
from hay feed, we cvlored the salt with 
annotto until it looked like brown 
sugar. As the cows began to get grass, 
and the butter hadsome color of its 
own, we made the salt a lighter color, 
andin-June we needed no artificial 
color if the cows were goodones. After 
the salt is worked in, and a little water 
worked out, the butter should stand 
from twelve to forty-eight hours for the 
salt and color to work through it 
evenly, to prevent any streaky iook, 
and then it is ready for market, and 
with good color, good grain and a 
flavor to correspond, as there should be 
if the cows are healthy andthe feed 
sweet, and the milk anc cream kept in 
pure air, and not too long, it will be 
found that the market is as ready for 
the butter as the butter is for the 
market.

The season’s honey crop didnot turn 
out to be so large as was expected early 


in theseason. The crop was about two- 
thirds of a fullcrop. Honey is at pres- 
ent quoted at 5 centsa pound, f.o.b., 
for the best quality. Owing to the com- 
petition on part of clipper ships around 
Cape Horn rates on freight have been 
reduced to the low figure of 75 cents 
per hundred pounds. It is a good thing 
forthe beemen. An inquiry was re- 
ceived during the week for honey from 
a bee-keeper in Virginia, where the 
cropis short. Forthe information of 
Eastern bee-keepers lt should be stated 
that honey is not packed herein bar- 
rels owing to the expense of cooperage 
aad freight. It is packed in cans con- 
taining five gallons, similar te 
coal oil cans. Two of these 
cans fit in a case and the 
case weighs about one hundred and 
twenty-five pounds. In this manner no 
space is wasted in shipping, which is 
an important point to growers who are 
so far froma market as are the boe- 
men of California. 


Manipulation of Bees. 

(California Cultivator:) The manip- 
ulation of bees so as to secure the best 
results in bees and honey is a very im- 
portant point to attain. It requires 
thought and experience. Few give this 
matter the attention that they should, 
In our manipulating we have practiced 
various methods inorder to arrive at 
the best. In this way one becomes 
more familiar with the economy of the 
hive. Examination of the hive should 
be frequent from early in the working 
season untilthe close thereof. When 
the queen beginsto extend her work 
she should be supplied with plenty of 
empty brood comb—dronecomb when 
drones are required. An empty comb 
should be placed inthe middle of the 
hive, and when filled another inserted, 
until all in the brood chamber have been 
filled. The honey chamber in like man- 
ner. When the bees build on surplus 
comb it should be trimmed off and the 
position ot the combs changed so as to 
keep them straight and in better shape 
for extracting. 


It is estimated that the American 
wheat crop this year will be 888,000,- 
000 bushels, which, with what is to be 
carried over, will make less than 450,- 
000,000 bushels. Ofthisthehome de- 
mand will be about 870,000,000 bushels 
while England will need 250,000,000 
bushels. This looks asif higher prices 
might be expected, but in some way it 
often happens that these careful calcu- 
lations do not come out exactly correct, 
Perhaps the work of Col. Murphy in in- 
troducing Americancorn into Europe 
may prove an important factor in sup- 
plving the demand. | 


A New Threshing Machine. 

(Exchange:) The Indiana Farmer 
says athreshing machine has been in- 
vented in that State that cuts the 
bands. Two men can run it, oneto 
pitch the bundles into the machine, and 
another to carry away the grain in 
bags. But the slow work one man will 
make feeding agrain thresher makes 
the invention impracticable. Besides, 
whatis to become ofthe straw? To 
make a good stack needs fully as many 
men as it doesto pitch bundles to the 
thresher. A saving of one man’s labor 
to cut bundles does not amount to much 
in threshing time. 


Value of Excrements. 

A fertilizer analysis of theocompara- 
tive value of dung and urine from a 
Poland China hog fed on barley and 
shorts was made by the Agriculturai 


Experiment Station of Minnesota, 
The following were the results. 

Manure. Urine 
Nitrogen .57 perct. 2.05 per ct. 
Phosphoric acid .72perct. .06 per ct. 
Potash perct. .04 per ct, 


The report says: ‘If these constitu- 
uents of the dung and urine were pur- 
chased in Eastern markets in the shape 
of commercial fertilizers, based upon 
analysis, the dung would be worth 
$3.30 and the urine $7.81 per ton. 

“Surely there is little need to urge 
farmers to save this most valuable fer- 
tilizer, instead of, as isso generally 
done, allowing it to go utterly to waste. 
The urine, from its ease of application 
and greater value as a plant food, should 
be carefully saved and not wasted. The 
day is fast coming when farmers will 
need to save everything in the shape of 
fertilizers, and there is nothing like 
taking time by the forelock and begin- 
ning to feed the land before it is 
starved. 


Agricultural Notes. 

Consul-General Mason at Frankfort. 
on-Main, Germany, reports to the State 
Department that, owing to the abnor, 
mal conditions which have prevailed 
throughout the hop districts of Ger. 
many, an enormous deficit will be the 
resuit, andthat much of that staple 
must needs be imported in order to sup- 
ply the great demand that prevails at 
all seasons of the year for it. 

Reports coming to hand from week to 
week confirm the shortness of the potato 
crop and emphasize the importance of 
planting a large acreage for early har- 
vest in California. 

Selling beet tops off the farm for catle 


‘feed is justly condemned by the Pajar- 


onian. The beet farmer who resorts 
to that practice for the sake of a little 
money will soon be compelled in some 
way—probably by paying out in hard 
cash for commercial fertilizers several 
times the amount-he received for his 
beet tops. 


The heaviest hog on record weighed 
1280 pounds, and was a Poland China 
exhibited at Chicago in 1882. There 
have been other hogs of the same breed 
weighing over eight hundred pounds, 
Specimens of the Red Jersey Duroc 
have weighed oVer. seven hundred 
pounds. The biggest English hog on rec- 
ord weighed 1410 pounds alive and 1216 
dressed. It was a Cheshire.
